ANLIUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  ^Ist  DECEMBER,  196'^. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1963* 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  was 
6,660,  which  was  40  less  than  last  year  (6,7CO).  The  I961  census 
figure  v/as  6,7©8. 

There  were  110  live  births  (125  in  1962,  148  in  I96I  and 

116  in  i960).  There  were  2 stillbirths.  Three  infants  under 
the  age  of  one  year  died,  one  of  them  in  the  first  week. 

No  woman  died  in  childbirth. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  IO6  (85  in  19^2,  and  II3  in  I96I) • 
Seventeen  of  these  were  due  to  cancer,  27  to  heart  dieease-.. 

These  three  conditions,  therefore,  accounted  for  7I  out  of  the 
106  deaths.  This  is  similar  to  previous  years  and  to  what 
happened  in  the  county  as  a whole. 

Five  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  there  were  6 deaths  from  this  disease.  This  compares  v;ith 
10  new  cases  and  one  death  in  I962. 

The  only  oth^r  infectious  disease  notified  was  measles,  of 
which  there  were  39  cases. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Cyril  Parry 
for  his  assistance  durirg:  the  year,  and  also  the  Clerk  and  all 
the  other  Council  Officials. 

In  conclusion,  Ivlsh  to  thank  all  the  Council  members  for 
their  courtesy  and  support.
